George Washington never can be 
•hut up in the history of the past. He 
does not belong to the eighteenth 
century. His personality does not 
lessen as the year9 advance. His 
influence is essentially permanent. 
He is a man for the present needs of 
the nation and of us, its individual 
citizens. And this is the reason: 
Washington saw through the super- 
ficial things of his thne into the pro- 
found truth of all time. He re- 
cognized truth and proclaimed it 
again and again. I lis own diameter 
aud work were shaped and controlled 
by it, and he sought to make it the 
controlling force in the new-born 
nation. Acknowledgment of God's 
providence, ol>edience to God's law 
formed the foundation upon which 
Washington began the building of 
the nation. 

The Father of His Country knew 
that the great achievement of his life 
was not his own. "If such talents 
as I possess," he said, "have been 
called into action by great events, 
•ud those events terminated happily 
for our country, the glory should l>e 
•scribed to the manifest interposition 
of an overruling Providence. I was 
but the humble agent of favoring 
Heaven, whose benign influence 
was so often manifested in our, be 
half, and to whom alone the praise 
of victory is due " 

Washington was a mighty man of 
prayer. He knew that the only way 
in which man can reach up and take 
hold of the power of God is by 
prayer. As the pole of the trolley 
car reaches up to the wire overhaul 
and draws down the power that 
makes the wheels move, so prayer 
reaches up and connects man with 
the great source of power, and in.ni 
then- is mighty. One of the nmsl 
Jut cresting personal relics of 
Washington is a book of his prayers 



which he wrote out by hand^ as a 
man would sit down and write inti- 
mate letters to a dear friend. The 
great problems in national life, as in 
individual lives to-day, need to have 
more of the power of prayer. 

Washington, in a sense, was a 
seer and prophet. His vision took 
in clearly the past and penetrated 
with equal clearness the future. 
The perspective of time is needed to 
bring to the events of a country's 
history their rightful significance; 
yet now, more than a century and a 
quarter after Washington uttered 
them, these words cm be repeated 
with cumulated meaning and truth, 
" No people can be bound toacknow 
ledge and adore the invisible Hand 
which Conducts the affairs of men 
more than the people of the United 
States. Kvery step by which they 
have advanced seems to have been 
distinguished by some token of 
providential agency." 

We tremble sometimes in these 
days for the permanency of our 
institutions as we see the corruption 
and greed in political and business 
life, and we ask one another, whither 
are we drifting ? What can we do 
(o preserve and exalt our nation ? 
It will help some to bring the Father 
of his Country into our present-day 
councils and listen as he repeats his 
serene and comforting words, first 
spoken in 1 784 : 

"It is, indeed, a pleasure, from 
the walks of private life, to view in 
retrospect all the meandering! of 
our past labors, the difficult iea 
through which we have walked and 
the happy haven to which the ship 
has been brought." 

" Is it possible, after this, that it 
should founder ? Will not the All 
Wise and All Powerful Director of 
human events preserve it ? I think 

lie will " Hut Washington's vision 
of the future was too clear to permit 
him to stop until he had uttered the 
prophecy which has found and is find- 
ing fulfillment in many places: "He 
may, however, for some wise purpose 
of His own, suffer our indiscretions 
ami folly to place our national char- 
acter low in the political scale;" and 
this, unless more wisdom and less 
prejudice take the lead in our Liovern- 

tnent, will most certainly happen" 

What can we do ? We can do as 

Washington did. We can reach up 

by prayer and take hold of God's al- 
mighty power. The government of 
this nation, the conduct of public 
and private business, the moulding 
and exalting of national character, 
the preserving of our dearly bought 
and cherished institutions, are things 
that can not be delegated entirely to 
others. They belong in a very dis- 
tinct manner to each one of us. We 
know it, but are we attending as 
fully and earnestly as may be to that 
pari which we are told must be per- 
formed after we have entered i„to our 
etoset and shut the door? — /-..

"George Washington suffered 
more than any other national 
character by the process of mystifica- 
tion, " Dr. Burris Jenkins said in his 
address on "The Real Washington" 
at the City Club luncheon. 

" Tradition tells us Mary Wash- 
ington, his mother, probably was ■ 
slovenly, slatternly, irascible woman 
who smoked n pipe," he continued. 
" Washington had very little educa- 
tion in his youth, about the only 
things he studied were reading, 
'riting and 'rithmetic When he 
took command of the American 
army he was beaten in his first battle 
and in many others, but his spirit 
remained undaunted." 

Doctor Jenkins described Wash- 
ington as 6 feet 3 inches tall, weigh- 
ing about 220 pounds. He said he 
had a small head with carefully 
powdered hair done in a queue 
There was little color in his face, 
which was heavily marked from 
smallpox. His mouth was a long 
slit, owing to irregularity of his 
teeth, Doctor Jenkins said. He 
added that he was a very particular 
dresser, ordering most of his clothes 
from London. 

"Washington's modesty was 
equaled by his bravery," Doctor 
Jenkins said. "He followed the 
Fabian policy in directing his army 
and his true strategy was shown 
when he crossed the Delaware ou 
two occasions. 

"He was guided by the judgment 
of others. He was characterized by 
his honesty and sincerity. Wash 
iugton depended a great deal on 
Jefferson, Hamilton aud John 
Adams, although he knew they were 
jealous of him. It was his solidity 
and stability that won out in the 
end. If American diplomacy is good 
to-day, it is because we are the sons 
of an honest man, George Washing- 
ton." 

Doctor Jenkins praised Washing- 
ton for his unselfishness in behalf 
of his country, and told how he 
jeopardized his own interests that 
America might be freed. 

"He was the wealthiest man on 
the American continent when the 
Revolution broke out, and yet he 
never hesitated in serving his coun- 
try. How fine it would be if the 
wealthy men of our country to-day 
were as patriotic," he said. — Kansas 
City {Mo.) Star.

The building, now under roof, will 
cost $285,000. It is of red pie*sed 
brick and cut stone, and its grouuds 
c<>ver an entire block. Ttiere are 
fifteen special class rooms for the 
deaf, and twenty four standard class 
rooms for nonnal pupils in the ele 
mentary grades. The building also 
will contain a gymnasium, assembly 
hall, manual training and household 
arts room. It was begun last spring 
and is expected to be ready Feb 
ruaty 1, 1917.

Important-*- ot Accuracy 

Accuracy is not a faculty. It is a 
habit. A man schools himself to 
look at things with a sharp, clear 
eye, and to remember what he sees 
without anything being omitted or 
added. He becomes habitually 
accurate, and without any special 
effort. On the other hand, men of 
loose perceptions aud careless habit 
find it almost impossbile to be accu- 
rate, no matter how hard they try. 
An idea of the value and method of 
accuracy may be agained from the 
following advice given by Rusk in 
on the simple matter of reading a 
book: 

You must get in the habit of look- 
ing intensely at words, and assure 
yourself of their meaning, syllable by 
syllable— nay, letter by letter. You 
might read all the books in the 
British Museum, if you could live 
long enough, and remain an utterly 
"illiterate." uneducated person ; but 
if you read teu pages of a good book 
letter by letter — that is say, with 
real accuracy — you are forevermore 
iu some measure an educated person. 

Young men and women who must 
earn their living ought to realize 
how much the habit of accuracy ad- 
vances them in the estimation of 
their employers. A person may 
back brilliancy, but, if within the 
limitations he is absolutely reliable, 
he will always fit d somebody who 
needs his services. Perhaps it 
might be truthfully said that no- 
thing astonishes an employer like a 
man or woman who can be depended 
on to do certain work with perfect 
accuracy. — Rochester Democrat-Chro- 
nicle.

Thkrh is nothing to criticise 
the statement of the Traveler* 
Standard, commented upon by Mr. 
Box ley in another column. 

The deaf should not be hyper- 
critical to the point of being ridicu 
Ions. 

The Travelers' Standard correctly 
estimates the value of sight higher 
than tbe value of hearing in insuring 
individual safety. 

Deafness has its drawbacks, and 
the deaf should be the first to admit 
it. It is too true that warning sig- 
nals, ij adresud to the ear, would not 
always prove ^effective. But any 
very loud warning signals would be 
felt by the deaf, and be coolly and 
instantly heeded. One thing that is 
not generally understood, is that 
vibrations of any intensity are/*//. 
The hearing individual does not 
know that very loud sounds are felt 
by him, because of the preponderance 
of sound waves that are slammed 
into the sensitive organs of audition. 
Another fact that passes unnoticed, 
is that warning signals are usually 
addressed to the eye. Even the rail- 
road signals of danger are by sema- 
phore, flag, or signboard. Of course 
the approach of a train is signalled 
by bell and whistle, out the deaf do 
not seek employment on the railroad 
— in fact, they are specially warned, 
throughout every year of their 
youthful days at school, that they 
should never walk on the railroad 
track. 

Again, in regard to accidents 
at work, these invariably come sud- 
denly and there is scant opportunity 
to even signal by sound to those 
who can hear. If statistics could 
be gathered of tbe number of acci- 
dents to people while at work, we 
feel certain they would prove that 
tbe deaf are less liable to accident 
than the hearing, because the deaf 
use their eyes, which are inordinate- 
ly alert, through the lifelong habit 
of depending upon them. Hearing 
people place the burden of depen- 
dence upon tbe sense of hearing. 

Among the thousands of accidents 
annually occurring on the streets of 
Urge cities, it is very rare, indeed, 
to fcud a deaf-mute tbe victim. 
Tbe accidents to tbe " hard of hear- 
ing*' are far more numerous, because 
these latter depend upon defective 
bearing and have not cultivated the 
habit of watchful eyes. 

The Travelers' Standard very 
properly saya that tbe chances of 
injury would be increased, were deaf 
men employed in positions " where 
good hearing is essential to safety." 
But there are very few positions 
wherein good hearing is essential to 
safety — if we eliminate the railroads 
from consideration — and. under any 
circumstances where risk of accident 
is exceptionally great, the deaf 
workman would prove .very careful 
sad very watchful , indeed. 



GALLAUDET COLLEGE. 



The past week has been a period 
of unusual turbnlence and exeite- 
tneut in the National Capital. 
Following close upon one another, 
nave eome the receipt of tbe Qer 
man note, announcing a resump- 
tion of ruthless submarine warfare, 
and the severance of diplomatic 
lien between America and Germany. 

With events of such moment hap- 
pening almost, as one might say, 
in our front yard, it is not to be 
wondered that the Gallaudet under 
graduate* have been, in some de- 
gree, affected by the prevailing ex 
citement of the time.

On the evening of Feb. 2d, with 
Vice-President Townseud presid- 
ing, the College Literary Society 
presented one of the most success 
ful programs witnessed here during 
the present year. A large-sized 
and interested audience was present 
to accord to the various participants 
tbe appreciation they so fully de 
served.

In connection with the al>ove pro- 
gram, the reading by Mr. Schmidt, 
" The Honorable Mr. Tawnish," is 
deserving of more than passing 
notice. The rtory was most happily 
chosen in regard to both the pos- 
sibilities it presented for giving en 
joyntost to the audience, atid to the 
dramatic ability of the narrator. 
Wl y, " Fuzzy" has bat to frown 
ami twirl his bristling mustachois 
in order to carry us back in fancy 
in a trice to Merrie England, and 
to the time when, as Holmes has 
it, " Braddock's army was done so 
brown." 

Messrs. Schowe and Heupel of 
the Junior Class, who led their re 
► pec-live sides in the debate, furnish- 
ed most of the fireworks in thai 
portion of the program. Their 
struggle reminded one of the old 
logical see-saw of the irresistible 
force meet ing the immovable ol'jeet .

In one of the fastest and, albeit, 
roughest basketball contests seen 
on the Kendall Green court in 
many a long day, the Gallaudet 
huskies breezed airily up from be- 
hiud in the closing moments, and 
after tying tbe score twice, depriv- 
ed the floor team of George Wash 
logtOD UniverHity of what they 
were beginning to regard as a per- 
fectly good victory. The Buff and 
Blue thus wiped ont the stain of a 
defeat incurred Ht the hands of the 
same team earlier in the season. 

For the first five minutes of play, 
the two teams followed the accepted 
mode of play, relying wholly on 
team-work and passing. At this 
Gallatidet had decidedly the better 
of the argument, and gained an 
early lead. Then the Kendall 
(J teeners cut loose with an "ever} 
man for himself" style. Keeping 
up their smooth passing game, the 
Hatchet ites were able to profit to 
the extent of overhauling the fast 
going Gallaudet quiut, and emerg- 
ed from the first half with a lead of 
font points, tbe counts being 21-17 
In the second period, Gallaudet 
kicked off her safety valve alto- 
gether, and started off on a mad 
career of devastation. A resump- 
tion of accuracy in passing, coupled 
with their phantom like mode of 
attack, put the Kendall Green boys 
right in the running. The margin 
separating the two teams was rapid- 
ly pared down, until they were on 
even terms, 26 all. Rudely 
awakened ftom her dreams of easy 
victory, George Washington, by a 
desperate spurt, drew ahead again 
But their lead was only that of a 
moment. Gallaudet overtaking them 
agaiu at the thirty-second lap. 

Finally, In a desperate effort to 
slave off de/eat, the Hatchetites in 
j-cted several new players into the 
line-up. But Gallaudet met this 
ruse in kind, and in the final mo 
merits fairly played rings around the 
uptown institution. A brace of 
floor tosses by Bouchard, Gamali- 
el's fast-going guard, put the 
Buff and Blue in the lead, and an 
aoditional tr.ss by Wilson, who thus 
celebrated his eutrance to the game, 
put the affair on ice. The final 
count was 38 to 33. 

R. Wenger and Wilson, the visi- 
tors' fiery haired guard, indulged in 
a little argument all by themselves 
near the close of the game. Both 
were chased off the floor by the re- 
feree us the result of the intimate 
relations. 

As has been before noted, the 
contest was one of the roughest 
witnessed on the Kendall Green 
floor In a long time In fact, Re- 
feree Cslllflower and Umpire Morse 
could have used eight assistants, 
DOS to keep tabs on each player.

The Board of Directors of the 
California Association of the Deaf 
met at the School for the Dear, 
Berkeley, January 7, 1917, and the 
roll call showed as follows:

Mi L. C. Williams moved that 
the minutes of the last meeting be 
dispensed with, except some impor 
tanjt parts, and E. vV. Lohmeyer 
secoudeb. Passed. 

President Runde then made the 
following remarks: 

On demand of the Commissioners 
of Corporations, the president of the 
Association and tbe secretary filed, 
on November 15, 1916, a statement 
of the purposes for which the Cali- 
fornia Association of tbe Deaf was 
incorporated, this statement having 
bees sworn to before Mr. C. II. G 
Runde, a notary public in and for 
Alameda County. Through Mrs. 
May Cool, the president was officially 
notified that the deaf of Los Ange 
lea have unanimously decided to ac- 
cept the offer of the Directors of the 
Association to hold tbe next con 
vention there luly 1, 2, 3, 4. 

In this connection, I think il 
would be desirable to have a few 
well prepared appropriate pipers lo 
be read, aud if tbe directors are 
ageeable I will proceed to nominate 
a committee to take charge of this 
part of the program. This arrange- 
ment will iu no way conflict with 
the program of the local committee, 
which has been given full authority 
to procceed with its plans. 

In the past much timeof our con 
veutious has been consumed in dis 
cussion pro sod con proposed amend- 
ments to tbe Constitution and By- 
Laws, because of lack of publicity 
of same. If the amendments were 
published far in advance in out 
official organ,. The California 
News, we would be enabled to give 
them due consideration, and, when 
[tut to the test, we would vote 
quickly and intelligently and thus 
do away with useless wrangling. 

Some time ago I received a letter 
from one of our members complain- 
ing that William Walker, a deaf 
man, twenty-two years of age, was 
unjustly confined in the Stockton 
Slate Hospital. I accordingly ad- 
it i eased a letter to the superinten- 
dent. After some time he wrote 
saying that the said Walker was 
confined therein March 15, 1915 
but that now bis mind U clear aud 
he may be leleased on ptirole. 

I wish to call your attention to 
the fact that there is a strong move 
menton to have the deaf and the 
blind school separated — the blind to 
retain the present quarters and the 
deaf to be transferred to a new site 
wlinre the deaf can learn larming. 
In this development I would like to 
know the sentiment of tbe directors 
of the Association. 

The State Legislature will con- 
vene in Sacramento to-morrow, and 
the directors are urged to watch its 
proceedings, and to scrutinize all 
bills that might be proposed affect 
ing the deaf. 

President Runde introduced the 
following resolutions which were

Thomason was able to conclude his 
subject by speaking and illtwtlrat 
ing with a pointer the inner work- 
ings of a present-day U-boat, re- 
ferring to t licit important features 
of ctftist ruction and certain advan- 
tages in naval combat. He also 
spoke of the trans Atlantic voyages 
of the submarine of the first class, 
and showed how Germany is demon- 
strating to the world her masteiful 
understanding of them, thereby 
proving their priceless value to a 
nation oppressed on every side. We 
deduce that the lessons of to-day 
are embodying the types that will 
be constructed for to morrow. 

"Thou shalt not kill" was tbe 
subject of an influential sermon de 
livered in the chapel Sunday after- 
neon by l'rof. Bjorlee. Mr. Bjorlee 
in preaching placed particular em- 
phasis on thegreatness of this the 
Sixth Commandment, making only 
exception by citing injustice and 
defense of country.

Dr. Fox, who 
presided In place of the Principal, 
arranged with the assistance of the 
teachers a neat Lincoln Day pro- 
gram. The exercises rendered 
comprised oral and manual re- 
citations, given by the pupils indivi 
dually and collectively, and were of 
extreme interest, being recollection* 
and anecdotes of the great Emanci- 
pator. The band from time to 
time gave a number of appropriate 
soleeliiMis, mostly the later Sixties' 
war time favorites. 

School was dismissed in the after- 
noon, the pupils enjoying a half day 
holiday in the Institution. Visit- 
ing friends of Ihe pupils called.

Mr. Hodgson, Editor Jour- 
nal : — One day, I was banded a 
journal entitled " The Carpenter," 
an organ of the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners of America 
by a friend of mine, being an Union 
man, who called my attention to the 
paragraph sprinted therein which I 
give hereunto. To disprove the 
supposition that " those who are 
partially or totally devoid of tbe 
sense ofj hearing" as quoted below, 
(which must literally apply to the 
deaf as the same class) are liable to 
injury, I bad a heated discussion 
with the friend over this subject 
bearing upon deafness as a danger- 
ous risk in any form of occupation, 
and flatly told him tbe crystalized 
fact that tbe United Traction Com- 
pany of Albany and Troy has in its 
employ the best two congenitally 
deaf-mute carpenters: in fact both 
brothers, by the name of Gilboe, in 
the car repair shop, who have been 
employed there for nearly io years, 
and during tbe period of their 
service they have been never disa- 
bled by serious accident, excepting 
minor cuts on their bands, and 
even they have been kept on tbe 
pay-roll during the dull times, be- 
cause of tbe fact that they are 
strictly "open-shop" men, whose 
loyalty to their company is much 
appreciated. The following para- 
graph in The Carpenter was reprint- 
ed from The Travelers' Standard, 
of Hartford, Ct., wbicb says :— 

NOISR AMD ITS RELATION TO ACCIDENTS. 

If a representative body of workmen were 
asked which one of the five senses is most 
valuable frpm a safety standpoint, says 
"The Travelers' Standard" of Hartford, 
Ct., it is certain that they would decide 
unanimously in favor of sight. It is al- 
most as certain that hearing would be 
ranked next in importance. It is self- 
evident that a man who cannot see 
dangerous conditions is likely to be in- 
jured, hikI it is equally evident that one 
who cannot hear warning signals is also in 
danger of accident, whetherliis disability is 
due to defective hearing or to loud noises 
in and about the workplace. There are 
many men at work today who are partially 
or totally devoid of the sense of hearing, 
but who are nevertheless able to perform 
their duties without being subjected to 
any hazard In consequence of their infirm- 
ity, simply because their environment and 
work have no arterial dangers. If these 
same men were employed iu a shop where 
good hearing were essential to safety, the 
chances of Injury would be greatly in- 
creased. 

It would be well for the National 
Association of tbe Deaf to take up 
this matter and enlighten the 
"Standard" in reference to the 
employment of successful deaf car- 
penters in many different branches 
of this line, in almost every, part of 
the country.

A Fireproof Liquid. 
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Dr. Arthur Iirent, a druL't'ist ai 
Badger, Iowa, has invented a liquid 
preparation which it, is claimed will 
make all kinda of materials ah 
Holutely fireproof. Wood, paper, 
1:1111 cotton, cloih or leather, when 
treated with the liquid, cannot be 
consumed by the hottest flame, It \i 
said. 

A block of soft pine wood, one- 
half inch thick, was soaked in the 
new solution, dried, and kept, under 
running water for 24 hour", then 
held over the flame of a Bonaen 
burner for one hour. The flit me of 
a Uunsen botnei gives on, a heal of 
nearly 1000 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The wood was not destroyed, merely 
charred a little where the flame had 
touched it. Another pine block of 
the same size, but untreated, was 
burned to ashes in exactly nine 
minutes. Materials, such as tent 
canvas, curtains, rugs, pa pel or 
cotton immersed in I be solution, are 
slightly charred by •xpoanro to Ore, 
but do not carry combustion. The 
inventor says that it is Impossible 
to make such substances so treated 
burst into flames. Even when the 
wood or cloth has been aatmated 
with alcohol or ether — both highly 
inflitminable — the alcohol will bum 
nut without destroying the film- of 
the material. Rainfall, running 
water or varying climatic conditions, 
do not seem to affect this new lire- 
fighler iu the slightest. — 8el.
